With Simplitied 
Address Changed 


City delivery of simplified ad- 
dress mail will be discontinued 
Mar. 31, 1955. 
Postmaster, Fred Herlihy, Sec. 
123.41 of the Postal Manual is 
amended as of that date to read 
as follows: $ 

41. Style of Address. 

Third-class mail intended for 
delivery to all patrons on. a 
Rural Route, Star Route, or to 
all box holders at a post office 
(not having city or village de- 
livery) may be addressed in 
one of the following styles, on 
each piece: 

(a) Rural or stat-route boxholder 
(b) Post Office box holder 

“In other words,” Postmaster 
Herlihy explained, “the Bay St. 
Louis Post Office will only be 
able to handle this type of mail 
addressed to ‘Rural or Star Route 
’ Boxholders.’ ” 

“The -other Post Offices in 
Hancock County can distribute 
to Post Office Boxholders, as théy 
do not have city or village de 
livery carrier service,” he added.
